Steven J*arrish,:Philip Morris' top ~ 
spokesman, told the newspaper that the 
documeiit vha wrinen' by a non-scientist 
arid dbos not reflect the views ofthe com-

was undated, proposed a safer cigarette 
with the code name “Table,” the paper 
said. The newspaper quoted an unidenti-

The role of nicotine is central to attacks 
on the tobacco industry by federal regula- 
tors and states and individuals bringing 
lawsuits. Plaintiffs' attorneys and four 
state governments have filed lawsuits al- 
leging tobacco companies have known for 
years that smoking is addictive but have 
hidden the information from the public. 

The Food and Dru^ Administration also ' 
is frying to regulate cigarettes os drugs, ar- 
guing that cigarettes’ main-function-is-to-^ — 
supply nicotine to smokers. Govemmem 
reientists have said 'nicotine Is the addic- 
tive component in cigarettes, a claim that 
the tobacco industry rejects.

The scientists say tests on Ae split 
oak trunks used to build Ae nave 
Aow Aey were felled In 1070 — 57, 
years after Ae saint’s lost journey. 

“The St. Edmund thing may be a 
complete myth,” said Ian Tyers, a 
dendrochronolo^ who has spent Ac 
last eight'years dating buildings in 
this part of southeastern England. 
“And I’m pretty unhappy saying it is 
the oldest wooden church — > some 
Japanese temples may be older.” 

Tyers used a hollow drill bit to cut 
small core sections from Ae nave tim- 
bers. This revealed Ac rings created , 
os Ae trees added a new outer layer i 


each year. By measuring Ae distance 
between the rings, dendrochronolo- 
gists con work out how old a tree is.
